Saratoga, N. Y., September 26.—By 
a vote of 22 to 16, the republican state 
committee, at a special meeting to- 
night, reaffirmed its selection of Vice 
President Sherman over Theodore 
Roosevelt as temporary chairman of 
the state which convenes 
tomorrow. 

This action, a victory for old 
guard, was taken after Vice President 
Sherman had created a sensation with 
a letter asking that the committee 
investigate the charges that his selec- 
tion as temporary . chairman was 
brought about through trickery, and 
stating if the charges were substan- 
tiated he would not serve. 

Argument Was Heated. 

After a heated argument 
nearly two hours, in which the lead- 
ers of both the old guard and the pro- 
gressives gave sharp expression to 
their convictions, the committee, by a 
vote of 22 to 16, resolved “that Mr. 
Sherman be informed that his selec- 
tion was made without misrepresenta- 
tion as an answer to his letter.”

Senate Committee Tak- 
ing Evidence. 


Legislator White Again Swears 
That He Was Paid $1,000 to 
Vote for Lorimer---Lorimer’s 
Attorney Fights to Exclude 
Evidence About “Jack Pot.” 


Chicago, September 26.—Testimony 
1 from State Representative Charles A. 
White,.the first witness in the Lorimer 
election inquiry was heard today Dy 
the senate committee investigating the 


the election of the junior senator from 


lllinois. 

After hours of argument by the op- 
posing counsel, the committee left 
undetermined the question of the ad- 
missibility of testimony relative to the 
alleged “jack pot,” afund for the pay- 
ment of legislators for voting for or 
against bills before the Lllinois gen- 
eral assembly. 

Spoils of the “Jack Pot.” 

Attorney Alfred 8S. Austrian, repre- 
senting The Chicago Tribune, which is 
pushing the charges against the elec- 
tion of Senator Lorimer contended vig- 
orously that the alleged participation 
of legislators who voted for Senator 
Lorimer in the spoils of the so-called 
“jack pot” was fertinent and necessary 
ie the investigation of the use of cor- 
rupt methods and practices in the elec- 
tion of Senator Lorimer as showing a 
general corruption of the legislature 
of which the election of the senator 
under fire was an integral part. 

Attorney Hanecy, counsel for Sena- 
tor Lorimer, as stoutly opposed the 
admission of testimony relative to 
bribes which might have been paid to 
or received by legislators for their 
votes on legislative matters apart froin 
the election of a United States senator. 

On the strict understanding that the 
action was not to be considered a prec- 
edent admitting the whole “jack pot” 
subject, Chairman Burrows permitted 
Witness White to answer some of the 
j questions touching the funds which 
have been referred to as the 
pot.” : 

White Swears He Get $1,000. 

No objection was made Dy counsel 
to the testimony of White that he had 
been paid $1,000 by Minority Leader 
Lee O'Nell Browne to vote for Senator 
Lorimer, but his later words telling 
of ‘the alleged distribution of the “jack 
pot” in a St. Louls hotel met with 
prompt objection, and a motion was 
entered by Attorney Hanecy to exclude 
all such testimony in the hearing. 

Argument for and against the ad- 
mission of the “jack pot” story was 
listened to and the ruling that the wit- 
nese could answer on the S8t. Louis 
occurrence was given with the stated 
understanding that no precedent was

SAMUEL PARROTT 


TAKEN BY DEAT 


Prominent Atlantan Suc- 


cumbs to Long IIIness. 


Mr. Parrott Had Been in Poor 
Health Since Last May, but 
His Condition Only Became 
Critical About Three Weeks 
Ago. 


Samuel Fain Parrott, part owner of 
the Piedmont hotel, president of the 
Atlantic Compress Company and one 
of the most prominent railroad men. in 
the south, died at the Elkin sanitarium 
last night_ot 7:45 o’clock after a lin- 
gering. .ess. Although Mr. Parrott 
had been in poor health since last 
May, he was not considered danger- 
ously ill until about three weeks ago, 
when he had a relapse and steadily 
grew weaker. 

An attack of typhoid fever which oc- 
curred in the early part of May was 
passed in safety, Mr. Parrétt convalesc- 
ing after five weeks, and. taKing a trip 
to Hot Springs, Va., and to his broth- 
er in New York. When he returned 
in July he seemed to be in better 
health than usual and took an: active 
part in his business and other inter- 
ests. Late in July, however, another 
attack of sickness showed that his 
constitution had not recovered from 
the fever and on the 20th of August 
he became so weak that it was consid- 
ered advisable for him to enter a san- 
itarium. He gradually grew worse 
and never again rose from his bed. 

Sketeh of Mr. Parrett. 

Samuel F. Parrott was born in Jef- 
ferson county, Tennessee, on March 6, 
1856. He was the son of Marcus J. Par- 
rott. His mother was formerly Miss 
Cynthia Caldwell. He spent his early

Series of Battles in Ber- 


lin Streets. 


Fifty Strikers and Forty Police- 
men Wounded --- Thousands 
of Strikers Storm Fire Sta- 
tion and Church---Police Use 
Severe Measures. 


Berlin, September 26.—The 
and coal strikers*had a series of pitched 
battles tonight in the Moabit precinct. 
Fifty strikers were wounded by re 
volver shots and sword thrusts during 
police charges. Twenty of them were 
taken to the hospitals severely in- 
jured., 

A very large number of police, to- 
talling forty or more, also were wound- 
ed, some’ of them badly, while pro- 
tecting strike-breakers. 

About midnight thousands of strik- 
ers stormed the fire station and the 
Reform church in Buessel Strasse, 
wrecking the windows and doors. The 
police were compelled to charge re- 
peatedly and use severe measures. 
They are bivouacking in the streets 
throughout the night. 

In consequence of the use“of fire- 
arms in public places during the pres- 
ent labor troubles, the commissioner 
of police has forbidden the carrying 
of weapons without licenses. 


MINING CONGRESS 
OPENS IN LOS ANGELES 
Conservation and Pinchotism 


Enter Discussions at the. 
Opening Session. 


Los Angeles, Cal., September 26.— 
Conservation, Pinchotism policy and 
silver as the savior of the nation from 
the industrial competition of the Ori- 
ent all received unexpected introduc- 
tions at the opening session today of 
the American mining congress. 

David Ross, of the ITllinois bureau of 
mines, said he believed in conserva- 
tion, but conservation of the brand that 
would aid, not arrest, developments. He 
said that Illinois, with a coal supply 
scientifically estimated at two hundred 
billion tons, could supply the world at 
its present rate of consumption for 999 
years and consequently al fear of fuel 
exhaustion was a delusion. 

James W. Abbott, of Nevada. fol- 
lowed and said while he differed from 
the opinion of Gifford Pinchot on many 
phases of conservation he believed the 
former chief forester was one of the 
truest men in the world. 

“If you want facts,” he eaid, “you 
can get them from Pinchot, and then 
draw your own conclusions.” 

Mr. Abbott put In the plea for silver. 

“The business men of this country 
will one day realize,” he added, “that 
silver is the only thing that will save 
them from the devastation of Oriental 
competition.”

HASKELL STANDS 
BEFORE A JURY 


Oklahoma’s Governor Is 
on Trial for Fraud. 


Government Alleges Governor 
Haskell and Others Conspired 
to Defraud in Sale of Okla- 
homa Town Lots--One Indian 
a Member of the Jury. 


McAlester, Okla., September 26,— 


Quick action attended the opening of 
the trial,of Charles N. Haskell, gov- 
ernor of Oklahoma, and the other Mus- 
kogee town lot cases here today. With- 
in a few hours a jury was selected and 
sworn and the government announced 
its readiness to proceed. 

S. R. Rush, of Omaha, 
sistant to the attorney general, and 
District Attorney William J. Gregg 
tomorrow will make the opening 
statement. The cases against Albert 
Z. English and F. B. Revers, both of 
Muskogee, who were indicted jointly 
with Haskell, were nolle prossed, the 
government céntending they will be 
tried under another indictment. 

Conspiracy to Defraud. 

Under the federal indictment to be 
tried immediately Haskell, W. os 
Hutchings, Clarence W. Turner and 
Walter R. Eaton are charged with 
“conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment” -in the sale in 1902 of about 600 
town lot sites in Muskogee. 

Under the terms of the sale persons 
holding “‘possessor rights” to the prop- 
erty were each entitled to purchase at 
one-half the appraised value one town 
and one residence site. It is charged 
that Haskell and his associates false- 
ly administered the names of persons 
having no such possesory right and by 
the payment of small fees for the deeds 
obtained possessfon of 600 sites, thus 
depriving the Creek Indians, who 
owned the land, out of a fair profit. 

People liviing in many eastern and 
southern states whose names, it is 
charged, were used without their con- 
sent, have been summoned as witnesses 
for the government. 

One Indian on Jury. 

One of the jurors who will try the 
ease is an Indian. He is John Car- 
lisie, a Cherokee, and is a niember of 
what is known as the five civilized 
tribes, having been admitted to citi- 
zenship. Most of the other jurars are 
farmers. 

As soon as the case was called Fed- 
eral Judge John A. Marshall, of Utah, 
intimated that later he would give 
the defense an opportunity to argue 
for a dismissal of the charge against 
Governor Haskell. C. B. Stuart, coun- 
sel for the defense, asked permission 
to argue for a dismissal on the basis 
of a decision returned by the United 
States circuit court of appeals at. St. 
Louis last June. This decision was

Washington, September 26.—"Prob- 
ably the greatest single deterrent to 
water terminal advance in the United 
States iq the present adverse attitude 
of rail lines toward independent water 
traffic in their exclusive contro! of 


‘with water 


frontage, in refusal or neglect to co- 
ordinate with general water traffic 
and in refusal to pro rate generally 
lines tnrough movement 
of traffic.” 

This is one of the conclusions of 
Herbert Knox Smith, commissioner of 
corporations, in part IIL, just made 
public, of his report to the president 
on water transportation in the United 
States. After an exhaustive inquiry 
into the harbor situation of the coun- 
try analysis of conditions. Commis- 
sioner Smith deals in this section of 
the report with water terminals and 
he finds five salient facts regarding 
them: That terminals are as import- 
ant as channels; that the harbors of 
the country have rot fully developed 
their terminal frontage nor are they 
properly organized or controlled: that 
Tailroads largely control water ter- 
minals, often to the disadvantage of 
general water traffic; that there is al- 
most no lIinking up of the rail and 
general water systems at the water 
edge, but rather the opposite ten- 
dency, and that there is little cooper- 
ation by localities with the fedetal 
government which improves theip 
channels. 

Relating to rallroad cooperation, 
Commissioner Smith says: 

“Until this anderlying relation of 
rail to water systems is adjusted on 
some common sense basis of harmony, 
there is litte hope of gTreat advance 
in water terminal conditions.” 

Lack of cooperation between locali- 
ties and the federal government in 
water terminal development, he sf&ys, 
is in a marked contrast to those con- 
tinental countries whose waterways 
hate been most highly developed.

Rise tn Railroad World Rapid. 


From then on Mr. Parrott’s rise in 
the railroad world was rapid. He left 
his position with the Columbus South- 
ern road to become chairman of the 
Southeastern Freight Association, with 
headquarters in Atlanta. In May of 
1905 he was elected vice president and 
general manager of the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida, with offices in Ma- 
con. After about three years in that 
service he returned to Atlanta to ac- 
cept the presidency of the Atlantic 
Compress Company. In the early part 
of 1909 he was made co-receiver with 
li. M, Atkinson, of the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic railroad: He 
had also been for several years receiver 
of the Macon and Birmingham. The 
three positions last mentioned he held 
up to the time of his death. 

Mr. Parrott was one of the founders 
of the Piedmont hotel, the others be- 
ing his brother, George W. Parrott; 
and Governor-elect Hoke Smith. Mr. 
Parrott was secretary and treasurer of 
this association and always took an ac- 
tive part in its affairs. 

Fond of books and a great reader, 
Mr. Parrott was prominent in liter- 
ary circles.

Member of Capital City Club. 

He had been for years an active 
member of the Capital City Club and 
for gome time a member of its board 
of governors.

He is survived by four brothers, two 
sisters and a nephew.

WHITE SLAVERY 
MENACES GIRLS) MAKE HARD FIGHT 


So SpeakersSay at Catho- 
lic Congress. 


Father Simons Says Number of 
Traffickers in Young Girls Is 
Immense---Protection Urged 
for Girls .m Their Native 
Cities. 


Washington, September 26.—The first 
national conference of Catholic chari- 
ties today discussed charity work in 
all its varied phases. The conditions 
of Catholic charities throughout the 
country were discussed during the day 
and tonight the “protection of young 
girls in our large cities” and “the 
state and charity” were considered in 
two sections of the conference, which 
met simultaneously. 

Rev. P. Mueller-Simons, of Strass- 
burg, made a report on the Interna- 
tional Association for the Protection 
of Young Girls, and set forth the 
dangers: which confront the girl who 
leaves home in search of a means of 
livelihood. 

The so-called white slave traffic, he 
deciared, was the greatest danger in 
the path of the girl. The number of 
these traffickers, men and women, he 
added, is an immense one. To wage 
war against these evils, he advocated 
the creation of special central offices 
of the association for the protection of 
girls, located in the most important 
city of each diocese, and cooperating 
with Catholic societies and homes for 
the protection of girls all over the 
world. 

Another phase of the question which 
Father Simons urged upon his hearers 
was the protection of girls in their 
respective native cities. This . local 
protection, he added, was being 
undertaken in this country by the 
many Catholic institutions and socie- 
ties organized for the purpose. 

The conference received reports from 
a number of city committees on the 
question of protection of girls. Many 
causes were assigned for the downfall] 
of girls, including cheap dance halls 
connected with saloons, cheap lodging 
houses and low wages. The general 
conclusion of the reports was that the 
problem was one of great magnitude 
and complexity and that probably the 
best method to meet it now is to or- 
ganize local city committees, in which 
all charity organizations will be rep- 
resented and keep in touch with the 
national conference. 

Rev. Monsignor White, of Brooklyn, 
presided over the section of the con- 
ference which considered the “protec- 
tion of young girls in our large cities.”

“action of the state he hails. 

Gaynor’s Candidacy Assaileé. 

The opponents of Gaynor, it is sate, 
wll urge upon Charles F. Murphy, 
Tammany Hal! leader, and others that 
‘t will be dangerous to depend too far 
upon the popular sentiment in Gay- 
nor’s favor engendered by his attemp.- 
ed assassination; that but for tnis 
sympathy Gaynor would not have his 
present lead for the nomination, ana 
thar it is not strong enough to weath- 
er the strain of a hard campaign.

THE ATLANTA CONGRESS NON-POLITICAL. 


State Entomologist E. L. Worsham, who is sponsor for the 
southern conservation congress to be held here next month, has 
acted wisely in making it plainly understood that partisan politics 
will have nothing whatever to do with the policies or program of 
that assembly. : : 

‘Mr. Worsham felt impelled to issue a public statement to this 


end because of views expressed by Bernard N. Baker of Baltimore, 
tc the effect that the south’s encouragement of ‘and’ participation 
in the St. Paul‘congress indicated a receptiveness to other “repub- 
lican issues.” Mr. Baker argued from this premise that the south’s 
attitude was happily.prophetic of a splitting of the section hereto- 
fore solid, and that conservation might very well-supply the first, 
step in that direction. oo. ae 

The Constitution has several times expressed emphatic opin- 
ions regarding independence and, tolerance of thought and action in 
this section, the progress and desirability of both; and the probabil- 
ity that hereafter: the section would vote more from a standpoint 
of conviction and less from a standpoint of inhefited tradition or 
of necessity. 

_ But open-mindedness is one ‘thing, and the foregone conclusion 
that conservation is to bring the south into the republican camp 
quite another and different thing. : 

Mr. Worsham expresses the issue accurately when he says, “it 
is true that the policy of conservation, from a federal standpoint, 
happened to be given-its first official recognition by a republican 
administration. That, however, is the only extent to which the 
movement is partisan. Outside of its origin it is, and in its very 
nature must.be, of a non-partisan description.” 

When Mr. Worham says that conservation means to the south 
purely a “business” issue, and that partisan advocacies of politics 
will not be tolerated at the Atlanta congress, he expresses only the 
dictates of common sense and good -taste. tens 

Conservation is, or should be, no more partisan than municipal 
or rural sanitation, the crusade against the typhoid fly, the yellow 
fever or malaria mosquito, the eradication of consumption, the pro- 
motion of decency and effectiveness in government, or any other 
issue taking its rise in the general welfare regardless of ‘clique or 
party. 
No worse thing could happen to the movement to retrieve the 
neglect visited-upon our natural resources than to strive to identify 
it with any exclusive political organization. So far as the Atlanta 
congress is concerned, Mr. Worsham has acted admirably in mak- 
ing it clear that no»such tendencies will be tolerated at this gath- 
ering.

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1HE PHILOSOPHY OF GEORGE TRUITT. 


George Truitt, of Troup county, is a landmark among Georgia 
farmers for sanity and progress. His word has the sanctity of law, 
when the theme has anything to do with agriculture. In an inter- 
view recently published in The Constitution, Mr. Truitt compactly 
reviewed the progress and evolution of farming in Georgia since 
the days of reconstruction, and indicated that the fattest years for 
the planters of this section were those just now opening. | 

He spoke in this optimistic vein for the reason that his observa- 
tion leads him to believe that the farmers of Georgia and the south- 
ern states turn increasingly to DIVERSIFICATION. 

Regarding the wisdom ‘of a broadening of this policy, and of 


he says: . 


But: today the southern farmer is better off than any other class of citt- 
zens in the country. Cotton is bringing a good price, has done so for some 
time, and is likely to do so for a long time to come. In addition to that, he 
is learning now to use cotton as it should be uséed—as a surplus crop. He 
ig putting in a large part of his acreage in corn and truck and fodder. and 
is turning to hog and cattle raising. That means that in every southern 
atate we are laying the foundation for a prosperity that will everlastingly 


resist the shock of panic. 

The Constitution has always insisted that once the farmers of 
this state, and of other southern states, raised all their food products 
at home and relied upon cotton simply as a source of needed cash, 
the section would have raised around it a Chinese wall against 
financial panics or stringencies. 

And this-is the core of the creed of George Truitt, who has had 
exhaustive experience in every departure of southern agriculture 
and who now declares that southern farmers are turning, as a class, 
to this doctrine. | 

Above all other sections the south is blessed in its world- 
monopoly of cotton and in the soil which enables it to raise side 
by ‘side with cotton every item needed in the bill-of-fare of man 
and beast... Heretofore, we have not been taking advantage of this 
Providential «arrangement. We have, as Mr. Truitt says, been 
“single-shotting” on cotton and sending vast sums unnecessarily 
out of the section for beef and stock feed with which to produce 
this cotton. 

Every cent thus sent out of Georgia for beef, for dairy products, 
for stock feed or for poultry products is money wasted, a testimony 
to our own lack of enterprise and to the superior thrift of other 
sections. 

It is encouraging to be told by such close observers as Mr. 
Truitt that this ruinous practice is dwindling. Only when it is en- 
tirely abolished will Georgia come into its own.

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AN INDUSTRY AND THE HOUSEWIFE. 


In his recent visit to this city L. W. Haskell, a former Atlan- 
tan, but now resident in New. York city, as first vice president of 
the Southern Cotton Oil Company, ‘spoke interestingly regarding 
the phenomenal evolution of the cotton seed oil industry from 
minus nothing - generation ago to dimensions that today girdle 
the globe. 

Mr. Haskell dwelt upon the -.anner in which the housewife 
had played ‘a decisive role in furthering the use of vegetable lard— 
the main ingredient of which is cotton seed oil—and numerous other 
products of similar origin. He did not say, but might have logically 
done so, that further progress of this splendid southern industry is 
lergely in the hands of the women who give home a meaning in 
this and. other ‘sections. . 

Use of vegetable lard has increased in the south by leaps and 
bounds, unfil today it has driven hog lard from numbers of homes, 
the housewives of which have learned the fallacy of the belief that 
animal fats were indispensable to palatable cooking. 

This development has cut down the cost of living—since the 
product of the cotton seed is cheaper than the product of the hog— 
but it has done more. It has increased the level of health of every 
home invaded, for it has helped to banish dyspepsia and other 
dietetic ills following in the train of its predecessor. 

With vegetable lard, as with other by-products of the cotton seed 
too innumerable for mention, the southern housewife can be a tre- 
mendous influence for sectional as well.as national growth. Every 
chapter of progress recorded by this relatively new southern indus- 
try means greater prosperity for every southern element of popula- 
tion, beginning with the farmer who grows the seed and proceeding 
along to every commercial channel nearly or remctely allied with 
southern agriculture. 2 

And the most potent influence for increasing use of this south~ 
ern product elsewhere in the nation and abroad is its increased yse 
in the southern states. It will be a relatively simple matter to 
induce housewives everywhere to patronize the by-products of the 
cotton seed, when*we are able to show them that the land where it 
is grown sets an almost universal example.

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SCHLESINGER WOULD STOP — 
WOMAN PAYING MAN'S FINE

It is the. opinion of Colonel Harry 
Schlesinger that in the conduct of the 
recorder’s court, a subject now under 
general discussion, some policy should 


i be adopted which would eliminate the 


hardship involved in the payment of 
fines—sometimes heavy ones—for the 
release of habitually offending male 
relatives. It is too often the case 
that such payment involves the tak- 
ing of bread from the mouths of wom- 
en and children. 

“The Constitution’s editorial Mon- 
day,” said Colonel Schlesinger, “is on 
the right line. But it is not so much 
the question of criminology that ap- 
peals to me, as that of the physical 
suffering involved too often to those 
who are innocent. 

“To illustrate what I mean: I found 
a poor woman with a new-born baby 
and they had no bed to sleep on. They 
were lying on the floor with no cover, 
in the winter time, and the woman 
was very sick. I went out to get up 
a little funds for her, and among the 
people I called on was a_ certain 
wealthy man, an old gentleman and 
very philanthropic man. He looked 
over his spectacles at me and said in 
his solemn voice, ‘Harry, is this wom- 
an worthy?” I told him, ‘Give me 
the $5. I am saving the woman's 
body now. When I get through with 
that send your minister to save her 
soul.” I got the $5 all right. 

“Now, what I think should be done 
is to save the mother and children 
from the so-called husband and father. 


The police court judge knows 
rounders well, and without any 
investigation he knows how 
they have been there.

in the case of the man that has been 
before them two or three times, not 
assess any fine, but sentence him 
where he will work for the prescribed 
time, and where his wife and children 
can get the salary or wages that they 
earn for their own support. 

“I don't think !t does our city any 
g00d to publish the reports from the 
money that is collected in police court, 
the same as we talk about our bank 
clearing house or our postoffice re- 
celipts. If anyone could see these 
women or children that come to me 
begging to advance them the money 
to wet that so-called father and hus- 
band’s fine paid, I know you would 
feel like I do and other men of the 
city.” 

“The investigating committee ap- 
pointed by the mayor through the As- 
soc‘ated Charities, which is one of the 
best organizations of the kind in the 
country, is doing much good. But waar 
I am after is the man the police judge 
already knows and who doesn’t neeu 
investigating. I don’t think the pw- 
lice court should be @ source of rev~- 
enue to the city.”

(EDUCATION NEEDED 


AMONG THE NEGROES 


Prof. Parks Stresses Neces- 
sity for Agricultural 
Training of Blacks. 


Gainesville, Ga., September 26.—(Spe- 
eial.)—At the formal opening of the, 
Gainesville High and Industrial school, 
Rev. T. J. Christian, presiding, intro- 
duced with expression of eonfidence 
Rev. C. C. Neal, president of the board 
of trustees, who outlined the character 
of work to be done in the institu- 
tion. 

Then followed P. C. Parks, direcjor of 
the agricultura] department at Clark 
University, who spoke upon the sub- 
ject, “The Need of Agricultural Bdu- 
eation.Among the Negraes.” Profes- 
aor Parks said: 

“I happened to be one of those fel- 
lows who has graduated from an agri- 
cultural college and have been econ- 
nected with the practica] side of the 
farm ever since I left college, in 1904. 
Before I took this training I was worth 
$10 per month and board as a farm 
laborer, being able to manage the mulé 
and scooter plow, but since taking 
this training I have been able to com- 
mand $100 per month and board, as a 
director of farming eperations upon a 
large scale. My agricultural training 
has enabled me to get on my feet. I 
am interested, therefore, in this whole 
question of agricultural education. I 
wish to say, in the outset, that we are 
up against (1) the proposition of im- 
proving the economic condition of 282,- 
000 negro farm laborers, who have a 
very low earning capacity. (2) We 
are up against the proposition of try- 
ing to improve the economic condition 
of 72,000 negro farm tenants,«the ma- 
jority of whom move every year, and 
do not take the proper care of the 
land, terraces or the premises 0n which 
they live. The farms they cultivate 
are becoming less productive each year. 
(3) We are up against the proposition 
of trying to improve the economie con- 
dition of 18,000 negro farm owners, the 
majority of whom 46 not understand 
diversified farming and cannot read 
the agricultural papers and magazines. 
Poor Methods Result in Poor Yield. 

“(4) We are up against the stubborn 
fact that however high may be the 
average production per white farmer 
in Georgia, the whole average is low- 
ered by reason of the poor methods and 
low yield per negro farmer in the 
state. That is what Mr. Clarence 
Poe, of North Carolina, means when 
he says that ‘That the inefficiency of} 
the negro is a millstone about the neck 
of the south;’ that is what Hon. Clark 
Howell means, when he said editorial- 
ly in The Constitution: “Certain it is. 
save in isolated instances, the negro 
farm laborer and his inefficiency 1s 
proving an additional burden to: the 
agricultural south, and an additional 
uncertainty in the important factor of 
future development, and until the white 
people of the south recognize the self- 
advantage that lies in aiding the negro 
to attain a practical work-a-day stand- 
ard in education, as a whole, we will 
continue to jeopardize our own indus- 
trial progress.’ 


The Remedy. 


“Before any great good can be accom- 
plished in changing these conditions 
which have been outlined, three things 
must be corrected in the mind of the 
average white person ‘who still be- 
lieves or acts as if he does,’ (1) that 
the negro will not work without phys- 
ical compusion; (2) that the fgnorant 
and jlliterate farm hand is good enough 
for agricultural purposes; (8). that 
public money spent in trying to*im- 
prove the economic condition of such 
laborers is wasted. We are working at 
this proposition at Clark University by 
conducting our farming operations; (1) 
As a school of observation and’ prac- 
tices; (2) as a business to help sup- 
port the institution; (3) as a means of 
having students help themselves; (4) 
as an exhabit of what can be done.”

NO LIMITATIONS. 
ON RAIL EARNINGS 


So Long as Rates Are Rea- 
sonable—Claim Advane- 
ed by Roads, 


Chicago, September 26.—The rate- 
making problem that confronts the in- 
terstate commerce commission jn -its 
examination of railroads, took on a 
broader angle here today, when repre- 
sentatives of the Burlington road ap- 
peared before that body, asserted the 
right to earn a reasonable return on 
the value of its property and insisted 
that the amount of the return-had no 
limitations as long as the rates were 
reasonable and not burdensome. 

Attorney C. M. Dawes supplemented 
this assertion with the declaration that 
the road needs an additional $8,000,- 
000 in the present year to avoid a defi- 
eit, and that under the law the road 
has the right to charge freight rates 
that would bring this amount.

July of the mutilated body supposed to. 
be that of Crippen's wife, who was 
known On the stage as Belks Elmore.

jury was to the effect that the mn-| 
tilated body was found buried in the 
cellar of the Crippen home was that | 
of Cora Crippen, who had been wil- 
fully murdered by Dr. Crippen. The | 
verdict added that the cause of death 
was poisoning by hyoscin. 

Boy’s Sulit Worn by Girl, 

No evidence beyond that given at ths 
Bow street police court was produced 
at the coroner’s inquiry today. The 
police announced that tney had noth-_- 
ing further to submit. 

William Long, who formerly was 
connected with the accused dentist, 
4nd Who purchased the boy’s suit 
Which Miss Letfeve wore when ar- 
rested on board the steamer Montrose 
off Quebec, was asked by the coroner 
whether he had ever bought lime. He 
answered in the negative. 

The chemist from whom Dr. Crippen 
purchased hyoscin, traces of which 
compound Dr. William M. Willcox, tae 
scientific analyist to the home office 
previously testified he had found in 
the buried mass of flesh, said that the 
order for the medicine was given sev- 
eral days before the drug was taken 
away. He also declared that Crippen 
never previously had purchased 
hyoscin*’at his pharmacy. 

The inquest had been dragged out 
longer than usual in order to give the 
police time «to search for evidence. 
They .~re still hunting for a witness. 
and expect to bring at the trial more 
testimony tending to identify Belle 
Elmore's body through the agency of a 
piece of flesh found to contain a sca”. 

The case will come up for tfial at 
the néxt criminal sessions,.which are 
scheduled for. October 11, and probably 
will be called up about October 18. 

In summing up the case, the coroner 
said that the evidence presented con- 
cerning the identity of the buried 
body was unusually slim, but that 
there was little doubt that the remains 
were human. Although the physi- 
cians frankly said that they coulu not 
swear as to the sex, on anatomical 
grounds they agreed, the cor dner de- 
c ared, that all indications pointed to 
the mutilated flesh being that of a 
woman. He pointed out that Belle 
Elmore had completely disappeared 
and thatrbody had been found in her 
husband's cellar. 

As to Miss Leneve’s. position, the 
eoroner told the jurors that it was 
no duty of theirs to consider the ques- 
tlon of accessory after the fact.

He had always been eon- 
sidered a good business man, and his 
affairs are supposed to be in perfect 
shape. For three or four years he 
had been relieving himself of active 
business connection. He carried life 
insurance amounting to $75,000, and 
his estate above this is estimated at 
over $100,000. 

Resides his wife and children Mr. 
Pritchett is survived by three brothers, 
Mr. Wm. Pritchett, of Dublin; Mr. 
George Pritchett and Mr. Henry E.
